"Mrs. McKinley's condition is less 


favorable. 
She takes less nourish- 


ment and what is taken by mouth Is 
administered with 
increasing 
diffi- 


cutly. 
She does not suffer pain and 


seemg to rest as comfortable as possi- 
ble. Her improvement can hardly bo 
expected." 


This statement followed a consult- 


ation in which Surgeon General Rixey 
and Dr. Eyman of the Massillon state 
hospital joined Dr. Portmann Satur- 
day morning. Continued sinking is 
looked for. Even her sister, Mrs. Bar- 
ber, has given up all hope. 
% Mrs. McKinley was worse Saturday 
morning. 
Her 
heart 
had become 


weaker during the night and its ac- 
tion was again irregular. The change 
seemed to forecast the end of the long 
battle to preserve her life. Dr. Port- 
mann's voice broke when he left the 
McKinley home. Ii«latives were told 
that while she might live through 
Sunday, the end could be expected al- 
most any time. 


All Friday Mrs. McKinley had im- 


proved. Her heart was stronger and 
more regular, and early in the eve- 
ning she revived enough to swallow a 
teaspoonful of beef tea, the first nour- 
ishment taken in three 
days.

The indict- 
ments against Glass are additional to 
the charge of bribing supervisors to 
refuse a competitive, telephone fran- 
chise. The indictment against Halsey 
is for the same offense.

Auditorium Packed From Gallery to Proscenium With 


Lovers oi Music Who Were Delighted With the Won- 


derful irtist-Pianiste Also Well Received, 


The Newark Festival ot l'J07 was 


brought to a triumphant climax and 
close last night with the song recital 
ot Mine. Ernestine Schumann-Heink. 
The Auditorium was packed to 
the 


roof, and those who had neglected 
to secure their seats in the advance
